The Dingley Tariff bill, or what is 


left of that measure, is now before the 
Senate. Aldrich of Ehode Island, one 
of the three Republicans of the tlenate 
Finance Committee who changed the 
Dingley bill and who has charge of the 
bill as amended, officially stated in his 
opening speech m the Senate that the 
committee believed that the Dingley 
bill would not yield sufficient revenue 
to suppoit the Government. 


Now when any such revenue experts 


as Senator Aldrich of Rhode Island and 
Representative Dingley of Mamo dis- 
agree on tariff schedules and tbeir 
revenue producing capacity what are 
ordinary people to think of the matter? 
Mr. Diugley says his bill will yield 
abundant revenue for the requirements 
of the Government, and leave a sur- 
plus with which to retire greenbacks. 
Mr. Aldrich says the Dingley bill will 
not yield a revenue adequate for the 
needs of the Government, much less a 
surplus. 
He therefore proposes to in- 


crease the duty on sugar, increase the 
tax on beer and put a duty of 10 cehts 
per pound on tea. - 


Are these tariff experts like those 


engaged in the Fair will case and other 
cases of that character ? Do they take 
the side that pays the highest price for 
their services ? Has Aldrich a'greater 
interest in the sugar trust than Ding- 
ley, and does the Rhode Island Sen- 
ator diink less beer than the Repre- 
sentative from Maine I 
1 They differ on 


the tariff question, though both are 
Republicans, folly as much as either 
does with the Silver Democrat and the 
Silver Republicans, and there must be 
some cause, other than a political one, 
one for the difference. 


It is an indisputable fact that theie is 


a cash balance of about $130,000,000 in 
the Treasury, besides the gold reservei 
proving that the present tariff law, un- 
fair as it is to Western interests, is 
producing about enough revenue to 
meet the requirements of the Govern- 
ment.

TO SENATOR MASON OE ItHNOIS 


Mrs. K. II 
Lindsay Addresses nn Open 


- 
Letter^.to Him. 


The Seattle Daily Times of May 20th, 


publishes the following open letter to 
United States Senator Mason of Illi- 
nois, who although n new member of 
the highest law-making body of the 
land, struck a responsive chord in 
every 
truo American heart, in his 


speech on tbe Cuban resolution'. But 
more than an ordinary interest will be 
felt when it is known that tbe open 
letter to the Senator was written by 
Mrs. Robert H. Lindsay, formerly a 
resident of Keno, she being deeply im- 
prossed with Senator Mason's speech. 
The letter is written over tho nom de 
plume of ''Batter-man Lindsay" and 
here presented: 


"The Associated Press report of your 


speech on the Cuban resolution, as 
given to Western readers in the morn- 
ing papars, mast fire every American 
heart with sympathy and appioval. 
Every patriot thinks he hears in it an 
echo of the ringing tones of '76 and '61 
which some of us feared we never should 
hear again, since the phonograph was 
not invented when the eloquence of 
those days aroused the American peo- 
ple-to deeds of glory.

the balmy skies of Cuba ? 
Why is it 


that 'far away' suffering appeals so 
much more powerfully to the American 
legislator than nearby anguish ? 


"Or is it pitiful only to suffer in the 


cause of liberty, and a thing quite to 
be expected and taken patiently to 
perish miserably in ihe cause of Sound 
Finance ? 


"Notwithstanding all which, Senator 


Mason, you may be sure the West is 
with you in tbe cause of Cuba. 
We 


are perfectly ready to have Uncle Sam 
turn in and whip all creation iu the 
cause of universal liberty and progress, 
beginning with Spain and finishing up 
with Turkey and her backers.
